EXECUTIVE REPORT 


Three Executive and three Officers' Meetings were held on 
19th December, 1968, 21st January, and 13th February, 1969. 


Membership: 


Four members were elected, three resigned, two ceased member- 
ship and one member died. Membership of the Society was 364 on 
13th February, 1969 (N.S.W. 83, Q'l'd. 76, A.C.T. 55, Vic. 60, 
S.A. 25, WA. 14, Tas. 18, T.P.N.G. 15 and overseas 18). The 
Executive records with regret the death of Mr. F.E. Parsons. 


Business Manager: 


The Treasurer found that the burden of carrying both the 
Treasurer's and Business Manager's responsibilities was too great. 
The Executive agreed that a separate Business Manager should be 
appointed and is grateful to Mr. R.G. Winks for accepting the 
position. The necessity to appoint two Officers to the positions 
of Treasurer and Business Manager highlights the debt the Society 
owes to Dr. G.H.S. Hooper who had held both positions until his 
departure overseas in October, 1968. 
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The Editorial Board whose appointment was announced in the 
November issue of the Bulietin (Vol. 4(4)) is functioning well 
end has eased the task of the Editor and the Publication 
Committee. Volume 7 No. 2 consisting of &6 pages (including 
two pages of advertisements) was posted to members on 23 
December, 1968. 


Location of Society Headquarters after 3 AGM: 


In accordance with tke Provisicnal Constitution, it has 
been decided that the headquarters of the Society from August 
1969 will be located in Canberra. The decision was made as a 
result of consultation with Councillors of the Society (the 
Council consisting of the Officers together with Regional 
Councillors representing different regions and Councillors 
representing affiliated Societies). Most Councillors felt that 
the Society would benefit from having the headquarters located 
where the XIV International Congress of Entomology is to be 
held in August 1972. The Executive fully agrees with the 
Council decision and hopes that the move to Canberra will intro- 
duce new thoughts and activities to the Society. The Executive 
regrets that the views of Councillors from S.A., W.A. and 
To.P. & N.G. were not recorded on the selection of the next 
venue for the Society headquarters. Publication of the 
Journal will remain in Brisbane.

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BOOK REVIEW 


The World of an Insect. R'emy Chauvin. Translated by Harold 
Olroyd. (Weiderfeld and Nicolson). 1967. 


This book sets out to cover a fairly narrow aspect of 
insect ecology which, the author claims, is a peculiarly 
Kuropean development. It deals with the inter-relationships 
of insects, with their habitat and its microclimate, the examples 
being taken largely from fields of lucerne and a few other 
crops. The cultivated field has been somewhat ignored by 
ecologists compared with other habitats, and in describing 
these studies the author has filled a gap. 


It is, however, a book of prejudices - not as circum- 
scribed as those of his better known namesake, Nicolas, but 
certainly supporting the Common Market countries. He criticises, 
for example, various attempts at quantitative sampling of insect 
populations, but, unfortunately, has few new ideas to offer to 
the field worker in this very difficult field. Soil sampling, 
possibly the most difficult of all, is selected for the great- 
est castigation. Workers such as Murphy and MacFadyen, we are 
told, are struggling to improve the Berlese Funnel technique 
because they are hypnotised by the sight of the insects falling 
through, more or less automatically. Flotation methods are 
also criticized as "fiddling", but have been much improved by 
French workers, who, apparently, were the first to seriously 
test their technique by adding "strange" arthropods to the soil 
sample to determine the percentage recovery. The only sampling 
tool which is criticized more than those of the soil-workers is 
the humble sweep net, but here the author is on firmer ground. 


Field workers and pure laboratory workers are chided 
for their prejudices. The experience of ninety-nine percent 
of field workers (the author's sampling estimate) is essentially 
systematic. "Once they ventured away from pure taxonomy they 
felt lost; whence the understandable defensive reflex of making 
fun of what they did not understand". In this connection it is 
interesting to learn that the sawflies Diprion and Neodiprion 
are Tenebrionid beetles, and that the prickly pear, Opuntia, 
is a fig tree from Barbary. To digress from academic biology 
for a moment, most applied entomologists will be surprised to 
know that Captane is an insecticide, rather than a fungicide. 


It is difficult to know, without the original French 
work to consult, how many of these errors are errors of trans- 
lation but knowing the work of Olroyd, it is unlikely that they 
all are. Some non-Gallic illogicalities have crept in. It is 
difficult to see how parasites distribute their eggs at random 
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in a uniform manner, although this is said to be a condition 
sine ~— non of mathematical theories of biology. Nor is it 
easy to find in the statistician's traditional bag containing 
coloured balls, uniformly mixed, a concentration of one 
colour. It is even more difficult to understand how all 
steges of moths can be found in flight from one metre above 
the ground to a height of sixteen metres. 


The author makes a useful survey of the work of Boness 
and the German and Hungarian schools on the communities of 
cultivated fields, and an interesting attempt to explain the 
application of the work of the plant sociologists to ento- 
mological problems. He is also interesting when he discusses 
the Phase Theory as applied to locusts and other insects. 


Svoluticnists and toxicologists will probably take swords 
with Chauvin on his opinions on the development of insecticidal 
resistance, and on population regulation in mice. 


A final criticism (though the fault is admitted by the 
author himself): it is frustrating to read of an interesting 
piece of research, such as that of Edwards on page 49, then 
find no mention of it in the bibliography. If this were 
expanded and the more irritating errors eliminated we should 
have @ worthwhile book - enlivened by the prejudices.

NOTICE OF FORTHCOMING PUBLICATION 


fhe Insects of Australia. A textbook for Students and 
research workers. It will be published by Melbourne University 
Press in the third quarter of this year and the cost is 
expected to be $18.60 plus postage. 


This is the first definitive textbook of Australian Ento- 
mology since L.J. Tillyards great work published over forty- 
two years ago. It promises to be an excellent book covering 
all aspects of entomology from anatomy and physiology to 
taxonomy of the insect orders. It will consist of approximately 
1030 pages and will have 2400 illustrations, including 9 
coloured plates. 


COLLECTING TRIP TO NORFOLK ISLAND 


In October, 1967, I spent a brief period on Norfolk Island, 
the main object of the visit being to have a look at the prob- 
lems of fauna and flora there. During the latter half of 
November, 1968, I paid a second visit to the island, this time 
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to do the collecting I had not found time to do on the first 
trip. Concentration was mainly on Psocoptera and Butterflies 
and in these groups collecting was relatively good; general 
collecting was less rewarding and night collecting with light 
was surprisingly umsuccessful. The ant fauna seems to have 
been adequately sampled. It is hoped to publish some document 
of those groups which are well represented in the collection 
in due course.

BITING MIDGE PEST IN FRENCH POLYNESIA 


The introduction of an air service from New Celedonia 
to French Polynesia (via Fiji) in 1959 was followed by the 
appearance of a pest species of Culicoides (Diptera : 
Ceratopogonidae), apparently from Fiji, around the airport at 
Bora Bora. Nothing was done to control it and by 1967, 
apparently by island hopping, it reached S.E. to Tahiti. The 
problem was briefly investigated in 1962 but none of the 
recommendations for further investigation and interim control 
measures were adopted. There was no further spread until 
1966 when air services were opened to the Tuamotu Archipelago 
- to Rangiroa in the N.W. and to Hao in the S.E. —- these 
atolls quickly became infested. It is now a question of how 
far the infestation will travel within the archipelago by 
island hopping - the atoll of Tikehau was reported infested 
in November 1968 but this may be the result of flying-boat 
Visits. 


The midge's larval habitat is in brackish situations 
over a wide range of salinities, in sand and/or mud protected 
from wave action, lacking dense vegetation cover, and pro- 
vided with decaying vegetable matter. It is therefore found 
in algal mires which form part of a type of lagoon decay, in 
drainage through saline soils, or where salt has been intro- 
drced by the use of ‘coral soup' for road surfacing or land- 
fill; domestic drains Cmlinamli borrow pits, and rubbish 
pits in saline soils provide excellent habitats adgacent to 
human dwellings. 


Control of the habitat is essentially an engineering 
problem and mostly minor at that - the high pH of the soil 
renders it unsuitable for the use of the presently available 
organophosphorus larvicides. Disinsection of inter-island 
aircraft will probably be introduced in an effort to re- 
establish barriers between existing populations, and to pre- 
vent extension or recurrence of infestation.

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WHERE DOES THE PAINTED LADY BREED? -— DO YOU KNOW" 


The migrations of Vanessa kershawi (the Painted Lady 
Butterfly) are spectacular in some years in eastern Australia. 
At the Australian Museum we have been accumulating records 
of these movements. In order to think logically 
about the origins and reasons for the migrations we need to 
know where and when the Painted Lady breeds. The more informa- 
tion we can gather the better; there are probably lots of 
Lepidopterists and others wno have snippets of information 
which could be put together to form a useful picture.

Argentine ant campaign... Mr. Gordon Passfield, Chief 
Entomologist was interviewed on T.V. Channel 7 on the 10th 
February in connection with the new Argentine ant eradication 
programme. The campaign has been given wide publicity in an 
endeavour to locate the few remaining infestations in the Sydney 
Area. 


Waite Agricultural Research Institute. 


Australian Sheep and Wool Conference, Leura, Nov. 1968. 
Dr. Peter Miles of the Entomology Department, Waite Institute, 
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was convener of a group collating information on the pests and 
diseases of pastures for the statutory conference on Sheep and 
Wocl, 1968. The group compiled a digest ana bibliography of 
work done during the past 20 years and presented a report to the 
Conference on future research needs. In plenary session, 
delegates to the conference were more concerned with needs for 
further research on the total ecology of pastures in relation to 
pests and the use of pesticides than with any specific pest 
problems. In particular, attention was drawn to the need for 
an understanding of the long term ecological and pharmacological 
effects of the application of pesticides and for methods of 
assessing the relative economic significance of particular pests 
or suspected pests. 


Strzelecki Track Expedition. 


The insects from the Strzgelecki Track expedition have 
now been curated. Some grounvs have been sent to specialists for 
identification and some new species occur including probably two 
in the genus Epicoccus. Marked features of the expedition were:- 


1. An outbreak of cutworms was proceeding particularly on 
Zyzophyllum spp. Large numbers of late-stage caterpillars 
were being killed apparently by a virus or bacterial disease, 
specimens of which were obtained for identification. 


2. Eucalyptus microtheca (the Coolabah) had died out over 
comparatively large areas, heavy defoliation by the pro- 
cessionary caterpillar and an outbreak of Apiomorpha 
Spp. being noticeable on surviving trees.

in the sand dune areas near Tinga Tingana, and bushflies were 
troublesome only near cattle camps. The Cooper River was high 
but able to be forded with care, large numbers of two species of 
stonefly were taken near its banks. Two species of mosquito 
were collected at different places throughout the trip. 


New Insectary 


A new air-conditioned Insectary is now in full operation 
The cooling of this building is effected by means of a "rock- 
pile" heat sink, charged durins the night by an evaporative 
cooler., and used to cool air entering the building during the 
day. It was designed and installed by the Division of Mechanical 
Engineering, ©.S.1.R.O. It has maintained a differential of at 
least 200F between room- and ambient-temperatures during the day, 
even during a severe heatwave this summer.

Mr. Henryk Irzykiewicz died suddenly at his home in Can- 
berra on 4th February, 1969. Mr. Irzykiewicz served as an 
officer in the Polish Army during World War Il, came to 
Australia in August 1948 and joined the Division of Entomology, 
CSIRO, in March 1949. Since then he has worked in cooperation 
with Dr. M.F. Day, Dr. D.F. Waterhouse and Mr. R.F. Powning, 
contributing to twenty papers on insect transmission of plant 
viruses and on biochemical aspects of the degradation of wool 
and chitin by insects. He is survived by a widow, a daughter 
aged 17, and a son aged 15. 


ZRSONAL NOTES 


Ilr, N.E. Grylls has recently returned from an FAO assing- 
ment in Jamaica, on secondment from CSIRO, where he worked 
for 24 years on the Coconut Lethal Yellowing Disease which has 
been destroying pelms at the rate of 25-30,000 each year. The 
purpose of his work was to discover an insect vector of the 
disease, which is suspected of being a virus. He obtained 
evidence for transmission of the disease by the aleurodid 
Aleurodicus jamaicensis. The work was part of a joint project 
on coconut research of the Ministry of Agriculture and Lands, 
the Coconut Industry Board, and the Botany Department of the 
University of the West Indies. 


Mr, P.O. Hely, former Chief Entomologist of the N.S.W. 
Department of Agriculture, has fully recovered from a long 
period of illness. He is continuing to write his textbook on 
Citrus Pests.
